A School Is 


Not a Dance 


Two eminent authorities recent- 
ly and forthrightly have spoken 
out on educational issues. They 

are Dr. Robert 
F’. Goheen, presi- 
dent of Princeton 
University, and 
Arthur S. Flem- 


ming, secretary | 
of Health, Edu- | 
cation and Wel- 
fare. | 
The fact that | 
the former's dis- | 
cussion was at 
e university level and the latter 
at the public school, elementary 
and secondary, does not make 
them here incompatible. 


Dr. Goheen gave us a newly 
phrased concept of education. He 
said, first, that there is little in 
the experience of most high 
schools, or American homes, to 
indicate that “the Utopian the- | 
ory” of substituting more inde- | 
pendent study for faculty guid- | 
ance will work. 


“The fact is,” he continued, 
“that education, as distinguished 
from mere training, is a tailor- 
made creative process. It can 
never be cheap and the American 
people must sooner or later face 
this fact squarely,’’ he concluded. 


No one would deny that educa- 
tion is not mere training. It is, of 
necessity, a continuing, creative | 
process in charge of teachers. 


A school is a place for educa- 
tion. Going to school is not a so- | 
cial function in the sense of at- | 
tending a dance, a party, or a| 
tea. It is a serious, important | 
business of preparing for life—a | 
full life. 


Part of Agony 


It is precisely this ‘‘social” fea- 
ture of education which is a part 
of the South’s present agony and 
travail. The South has been, and 
still largely is, a rural region. All 
through the years the schoolhouse 
has been a social center for count- 
less communities which lacked 
any public building save the court- 
house. It was to the school that 
many social groups came for club 
meetings, lectures, musicals, and 
entertainment. This is still true in 


countless communities. This was 
not, and is not, a bad thing. It was | 
good to have the life of the people | 
centered about the best symbols | 
they had — the schoolhouse and 
education. 


activities 


But it had one negative result. ‘ 
It created the image of educa- | 
tion as being merely a art of | 
the purely social life—of dances, | 
parties and close, personal asso- 
ciation. 


Not a Function 


That became the image of) 
“going to school.’”’ The truth is’ 
that while this was pleasant and | 
enjoyable, it is not at all a func- 
tion of the school. It can always 
be provided by private groups or 
social organizations. The dances 
can be held and receptions given 
without any school connection. 
This is the pattern in larger cities 
—and has long been the custom. A 
school, with all the social frills cut 
off, is essentially a place -to go 
and be taught. It is not a society 
event. Secretary Arthur S. Flem- 
ming points out that in two states 
- school children have already lost 
the equivalent of a stunning 1,000,- 
000 pupil days. 


Teachers who have put their | 
whole lives in public schools now | 
see falling apart that to which | 
they have given so much of them- | 
selves. Both they and their pupils | 
are experiencing quite understand- 
able fears and insecurity. 


The teachers know that at very 
best a “‘private system” can ade- 
quately educate but a relative few. 
It can give an educational “‘lick 
and promise’ to most. A large 
percentage will not go to school at 
all, lacking a compulsory school 
law and enough money to pay for 
private schooling. Countless “‘pri- 
vate schools’’ for quick profit will 
complicate the problem. 


As business and industrial lead- 
ers are quick to point out, all 
this will have a catastrophic effect 
on the economics of the farmer, 
the car dealer, the businessman 
and the industrial worker. 


Most rural counties receive 80 
per cent or more of their total 
school costs from the state. Their 
economy, too, would be severely 
damaged by loss of this income. 
Our desperate need is for more 
education, not less. If we can 
think of going to school without 
the unnecessary social functions 
we now associate with it, we will 
have helped our thinking. 

A state may close its schools if 
ft chooses. But it is important we

— A huge, bullet-shaped Army 
rocket thundered skyward early 
Saturday, carrying space probe 
Pioneer III on a journey that 
could cover almost half a million 
miles. 


In Washington, a source identi- 
fied with the project said all four 
stages of the rocket had fired. 


At Fort Monmouth, N.J., a 
spokesman for the army signal 
research and development labora- 
tory here said the radio signal 
from Juno II was picked up four 
minutes after lift-off.

To Avert Trade War

mirrored in recently completed audits of 
several departments. 
’ Substantially higher operational costs 
are listed for agency after agency despite 
all the talk about “hold the line.” That 
oft-mouthed slogan turned out, as €X- 
pected, to be hogwash. 

Revenue came in at a record rate and 
was spent with reckless abandon in nu- 
merous instances. “Just shake the money 
tree and let’s have a ball” seems to be 
the attitude. 

In such an atmosphere 
crumbled alarmingly. 

A former part-time bookkeeper in the 
State Geology Department has admitted 
a long’series of check forgeries. The audit 
shows a shortage in the Warm Springs 
Memorial Commission account. Fraud is 
charged in an employe’s handling of 
funds in the parks department. Auditor 
B. E. Thrasher now has reported another 
irregularity, this time in—of all places— 
the crippled children’s division of the 
health department. He said it showed up 
in the accounts of a clerk and involves 
forgery of endorsements on checks made 
to various doctors. 

These audit findings covered the 
smaller agencies of state government. 
Still to come are reports on the giants 
such as the highway and revenue depart- 
ments. In view of charges already made 
by the Fulton County Grand Jury in- 
volving some employes of the revenue 
department thé audit of that agency 
should be most thorough. 

In fact. it would be well to supplement 
Mr. Thrasher’s efficient but small staff 
er set up a special auditing division in 
Hne with a recent Fulton County Grand 
Jury recommendation in order to con- 
duct a microscopic examination into the 
sales tax division. It also could dig fur- 
ther into all departments handling large 
sums of money. 

The pattern reflected in many of the 
audits thus far released is laced with 
heavy spending and liberally stitched 
with indications of stealing. 

The next administration has its work 
cut out for it in slamming the brakes on 
the downhill plunge in which the state 
has been riding merrily and heading it 
toward fiscal sanity.

Flight Engineers Are 
Wrong on Qualifications 


Some progress is reported in negotia- 
tions between Eastern Air Lines and 
their machinists. We hope it will con- 
tinue and result in agreement to end their 
dispute. 

Eastern also has a strike on its hands 
by the flight engineers. In this one pub- 
lic opinion is increasingly with the com- 
pany. A major issue is whether engineers 
should know how to pilot the ships. The 
company maintains that with the huge 
jets soon to appear on the lines the engi- 
neers also should be able to take over 
the controls in an emergency. 

This qualification, recommended by 
the federal authorities, is in the interest 
of safety. A federal judge has ruled cor- 
rectly that, of course, the company can 
establish job qualifications. 

It seems to us desirable and neces- 
sary that engineers also be pilots. The 
big piston-engine craft are fast enough. 
The jets will be even faster. Any truuble 
will require instant and cooperative ac- 
tion. We believe the public agrees that 
this requirement is desirable. 

Meanwhile, the airline people—labor 
and management—should realize the im- 
portance of airlines as passenger car- 
riers. The public wants a dependable 
system. The great attraction of air travel 
as compared to railroads has been its 
speed, its safety and its availability. A 
loss of good will through long labor dis- 
putes is harmful to the industry.

Reservists, CD Take 
Spotlight Tomorrow 


Tomorrow is the anniversary of the 
Pearl Harbor debacle and the occasion 
is being observed around the country 
with appropriate remembrances. 

For one thing, it has been designated 
as Civil Defense Day. Citizens will be 
reminded all over the nation of the work 
which is being done to insure their sur- 
vival in case of attack. At the same time, 
they will be warned of their own respon- 
sibilities for their own and their neigh- 
bors’ safety. 

The week also marks the tenth anni- 
versary of Continental Air Command, 
the organization which has charge of all 
Air Force Reserve training in the nation. 
CONAC, as it is familiarly known to re- 
servists, consists of three numbered Air 
Forces which administer the reserve 


program, including the Air National 
Guard. 
CONAC as such was nonexistent at 


the time of the Pearl Harbor disaster in 
1941. In fact, the Air Force itself was 
almost so. The disastrous defeat—per- 
haps the worst in the nation’s history— 
called our attention forcefully to the 
great role of airpower in modern war. 

Today the Air Force Reserve, admin- 
istered through CONAC, consists of ap- 
proximately 490,000 men. The Air Na- 
tional Guard has 70,000 members. Had 
it not been for the reserve program, the 
story of the Korean War might have been 
vastly different. 

In Georgia the command is repre- 
sented by the Fourteenth “Flying Tiger” 
Air Force based at Warner Robins. It ad- 
ministers the program in this state and 
throughout the entire Eastern section of 
the nation. Its members form a vital part 
of the nation’s deterrent strength, with 
thousands ready for instant recall. 
CONAC and all its units, including sev- 
eral thousand dedicated Georgians, rate 
a salute from all of us on this occasion.

“I feel empty inside,” the man was saying. 
He is a man who has achieved distinction in 
his field of work, is wealthy, successful and re- 


spected. He can be counted on to support the various eed conees of 
the community and is a tireless worker in many projects. He not 
only attends church regularly, he is faithful to the jobs his church has 


asked him to do. 


Yet he says, ‘I feel empty in- 
side.’ That reminded me of a 
statement the well-known psychi- 
atrist, Dr. Rollo May, made in 
p- book, “‘Man’s Search for Him- 
self.” 


He said: “It° may sound sur- 
prising when I say, on the basis 
of my own clinical practice as 
well as that of my psychological 
and psychiatric colleagues, that 
the chief problem of people today 
is emptiness. By that I mean not 
only that many people do not know 


‘ what they want; they often do 


not have a clear idea what they 
feel . . . thus they feel swayed 
this way and that, with painful 
feelings of powerlessness, because 
they feel vacuous, empty.” 


Many people today are like the 
little girl who stirred and stirred 
her tea. Finally she went crying 
to her mother because the tea 
would not get sweet. The mother 
pointed out to her that no amount 
of stirring would sweeten ‘the tea 
until first she put some sugar 
in it. And all of our ceaseless 
activities fail to satisfy when we 
forget to put into our minds and 
hearts the food they demand. 


Nothing fills our emptiness like 
the satisfaction of a great belief. 
Dr. Daniel A. Poling has a prac- 
tice which I have tried and recom- 
mend. When he first awakens in

The origin of the Johnson visit 
goes back to the Mexican election 
of last July. With the Senate ma- 
jority leader at his ranch in Tex- 
as and with Senor Lopez Mateos 
about to go _ electioneering to 
northern’ Mexico, it struck the 
president-to-be that this would be 
a fine time for Sen. Johnson to 
step across the border for a per- 
sonal get-together. It was soon 
evident to both ‘sides that such a 
meeting in the midst of the cam- 
paign would be distorted as 
American interference in Mexican 
politics. The visit was postponed. 

But Senor Lopez Mateos did 
not drop the idea. Immediately 
after his election he issued a per- 
sonal invitation te Johnson who 
was willing to accept if Secretary 
Dulles and President Eisenhower 
wanted him to. The U.S. ambas- 
sador to Mexico, Robert C, Hill, 
strongly recommended that John- 
son be urged to accept. Dulles 
and Eisenhower were wholly 
agreeable. It looked like good 
diplomacy and it was certainly 
good domestic politics for the 
President to enlist the services of 
the Democratic leader of the 
newly strengthened Democratic 
Senate majority.

© of 67. He had said Wednesday that he 
= felt wonderful personally, but he was

~ bled him. 
En route home to Leslie, Ga., 
Thursday night, Mr. Anderson suffered 
a fatal heart attack near Quantico, 
Va. Baseball has never lost a better 
friend. He was the Georgia-Florida

League. While other leagues vanished in financial quicksand in 
recent years, the Georgia-Florida never folded for one reason. 
W. T. Anderson wouldn’t allow it to fold. 


When he told the league directors they’d be able to operate, 
they believed him. They often didn’t know how, but they went 
along with Mr. W. T. 


—It Was How He Played the Game 


Banking was Mr. Anderson's business—he owned a bank in 
Leslie—but baseball was his profession. He didn’t drink, 
nor curse; but he was a regular guy, completely at home with the 
highest paid financier, or the lowest paid umpires. He didn’t play 


golf, cards, hunt or fish. Baseball was his sole hobby; in fact, it | 


was his life. 


Why did such a shrewd man expend so much time and energy 
operating a league consistently surrounded by king-size head- 
aches? Mr. Anderson's devotion to the league always puzzled me; 


he acted more like a doting parent than a president. One afternoon | 


I stopped by Leslie to inquire why? 
He was sitting there in his office at the bank. Why? 


“I don't know whether I’ve done very much for the league. | 


like you say I have,” he said, “‘but the league has certainly done 
a lot for me. It keeps me busy in my spare time, and a busy man 
is usually happy.” 


Certainly the years that it was my pleasure to know Mr. Ander- 
son, he was always busy and happy. 


“I’m a small-town banker, fertilizer salesman and insurance 
man,”’ he continued the explanation. ‘“‘We’re in an agricultural 
region, and most of my work comes in the first three months of 
the year. I'd get awful tired of sitting around here through the 
summer. At least I think I would, for I’ve never tried it.”” And 
he never did. 


League presidents are consistently bombarded by frate directors 
because of umpires. And Mr. Anderson was unquestionably the 


only chief who ever went through entire seasons without receiving | 


official complaints. The Georgia-Florida family didn’t always | 
approve of the umpiring, of course, but it had too much respect | 
for Mr. Anderson to question him about his arbiters. 


Ask any umpire who worked in the Georgia-Florida, and 
he'll tell you that Mr. Anderson was the best friend his profession 
éver had.

“No league is any better than its umpires,” he always said. 
“I can’t understand why you fellows criticize them in the papers. 
It. amazes me that we're able to get umpires, when you consider 
the abuse they must take and the amount of money they make.” 


There is, of course, nothing attractive about the salary of a 
Class D umpire. But Mr. Anderson strived to supply his league 
with the most efficient men available. 


Each spring he’d take a vacation and tour the umpire schools 
in Florida. He’d watch the student arbiters at work and hand-pick 
his men. And a recommendation from Mr. 
finest stamp of approval an umpire could receive. 


During the season, he met with his umpires twice a month to 
thrash out problems, but mainly to bolster their morale. And the 
boys stayed on their toes because they never knew when Mr. 
Anderson would be sitting in the bleachers checking on them. 
Unlike some presidents,

When baseball men mention the Georgia-Florida League, they | 
seldom call it by name.

jive terms. Georgia students see such things as examples of con- 
formity, and while teen-agers are sharply divided as to whether 
or not teens dare to be different, only a slight majority believe 
today’s young people are victims of conformity. Many urge teens 
to accent individuality. Others, defending the trend to ‘‘follow the 
crowd,”’ offer various reasons. 


In her winning letter, Fannie Teal, 17, Franklin. agrees teens 


are plagued by conformity, but declares it is the fault of the indi- 
vidual, rather than the group: 


In school, teens have a great problem in remaining indi- 
viduals. They are constantly trying to be like their friends so 
they will be accepted. They cannot be different no matter 
what the price of conformity is... . They want 
vu. O be different, but somehow, they cannot 
oe. make the break away from being like their 
= peers. Good examples of conformity are the 
| fads, idioms and other things common to par- 
ticular age groups. ... No one makes another 
go along with the fads, but for the sake of 
being accepted, some will do almost anything. 
; If they cannot acquire the particular thing that 
is the current rage of their group, they be- 
come irritated and feel rejected. This is the 
point where ‘conformity becomes troublesome. 

The first step to remedy the trouble

individual. Then you will find that just because your friends 
have a certain thing or act a certain way, it does not mean 
you must do the same in order to be satisfied. One has to 
realize what he needs to be happy, and work for it. No two 
people want the same things, and no one thing will make two 
people equally happy. Only one plan can remedy the malady 


of conformity: The plan that makes one an individual and 
helps him remain so throughout his life. 


Patricia Jones, 17, Franklin, believes most youths secretly pre- 
fer to be more of an individualist, but they are conformists be- 
cause they do not want to be considered an outsider by other teen- 
age friends. Patricia added ‘“‘We see other people conform to things 
that we know they disapprove. We condemn them and follow 
right along behind them, doing exactly as they did. We cannot 
condemn others for being conformists until we learn to be more 
of an individualist ourselves.” Pat Ray, 17, Fairburn, declares 
“Teens are plagued more by conformity in adolescence.. As they 
begin to mature, they fear being different. . . . But teens are not 
letting their thoughts, ideals. and standards be plagued by con- 
formity. They still act according to their individual ideals.” 
Richard Wootten, 18, Fairburn, points out teens must conform 
because they “‘must abide by the laws of school, home and com- 
munity. They’re told to do this, not do that. The question arises 
in their minds: ‘Should I have done this? Should I have not done 


that?’ It’s enough to worry any teen-ager!”’ 


Myrna Jean Banks, 17, College Park, believes teens dare to 
be different and, she continues, “They do not want to be a car- 
bon copy of someone else. They do not want someone else try- 
ing to be a carbon copy of them. A teen is an individual and 
wants to be treated like one.” Dottie Spradlin, 17, Franklin, be- 
lieves ‘‘teen-agers are not trying so much to be like each other, 
as they are trying to be like their friends’ idea of what a teen 
SHOULD be. The only trouble is: Their idea may not be right. 
If a boy wants the approval of a group who thinks an_ ideal 
teen should drag-race on the highways, then certainly this kind

of conformity is wrong. So the problem of conformity lies not 
* conformity itself, but in what the person is trying to con- 
orm to.” 


While admitting most teens follow a trend, habit or custom 
already established, Elvin Young, 17, College Park, declares “‘in 
some cases this is true, but in others, teens are so unusual they 
offset those who are conformists.”” Commenting 
that fads are true signs of conformity, William 
Fields, College Park, adds “parents are wise to 
look down on some of the teen-age fads. Students 
who take up all the fads are weaker in maturity 
than those who do not jump at every new fad.” 
Arthur Priest, 17, Palmette, observes “By going 
along with the crowd, bad habits are sometimes 
formed and a bad example may be set for others.”’ 
Charlene Bennis, 15, Marietta, thinks ‘‘there 
should be more individualism—more teens who do 
what their consciences tell them, and their daddy's 
pocketbook allows. There should be more who 
talk to and go arounc with the intelligent ones,

rather than some ignorant, popular ones. There should be more 
emphasis put on this subject in school!” 


Atlantan Lacrecia Bowdoin, 17, declares it is alarming to see 
how conformity has infected not only fashions, but political, religi- 
ous and moral thinking: 

The most obvious conformity is in the material world. 
Many teens seem to think if they do not have the same ex- 
pensive clothes and cars as their friends, they are social 
outcasts. Such thinking, on the part of adults as well as 
teens, has upset the economical stability of the family by 
fostering excessive spending. ... Rather than using wealth as 
a basis for judging a person, teens need to re-discover the 
greater desirability of a wholesome personality. Each should 
attempt to cultivate his own qualities of friendliness, leader- 
ship and conversationability. ... By allowing ourselves to 
accept the thinking of others without reservation, we leave 
ourselves open to all those systems which would make slaves 
of us. Many of our greatest national problems stem from the 
reluctance of the people to exert the effort to think through 
their actions, accept the responsibility to act accordingly... . 
It is in moral issues that teens must realize the necessity of 
being bold in defending their beliefs, of being non-conformists, 
if need be. 


Heard County High senior Wendell Rogers, 17, asserts teens 
are not plagued by conformity: 


The teens are as wild as 4 young person’s imagination 
and as varied as life itself. They vary from the young boy 
or girl going on a first date to the later years of going steady 
and later to marriage. There is conformity in teens, as in all 
other periods of life, for it is a necessary part of a democ- 
racy. There are laws and rules ... that we must obey. A 
person has to conform to certain things to be able to have 
this organized society. But for someone to say the teens are 
plagued by conformity, would indicate to me that he is blind. 
The very principle upon which our country is based is one 
of non-conformity. This is best seen in our educational sys- 
tem, where we are constantly encouraged to be “individual,” 
but not to the extent of infringing on another’s rights. “In- 
dividualism” is a magic word, for it encourages a person to 
think for himself and stand for the things in which he be- 
lieves.
